FEW FEATURES 


The Year Which Has Just 
Passed Was 
Normal. 


Rather a normal year has just come 
to a close, for during 1904 few records 
were broken in the weather depart 
ment.

or Woodward himself, was what might ial! matters that may come before us, and 


he characterized, in part at least, as a 
WatTm one, and one not without interest 
from start to finish. 

Mayor Woodward dealt with Atlanta’s 
affairs—past, present and future. In the 
beginning he pays his respects to press 
and pulpit. 

Stating that he ‘‘might have been guilty 
Of indiscretions’ during his former term 
as mayor, he asks: 

“What about the many others that hav 
filled this chair? Have they been hound- 
ed by an unfriendly, subsidized press and, 
in part, a polluted, hypocritical pulpit?’’ 

Mayor Woodward then urges that the 
8ffairs of the city should be conducted 
on a businesslike basis, with the best of 
good feeling between all of the officials, 
one that will lead to the strongest co- 
operation for the welfare of the city. 

Commenting upon the floating debt of 
$343,180 brought over from former coun- 
cils, of which he says $139,180 will have 
to be paid this year, he criticizes the ac- 
tion of the last administration in purchas- 
ing a large new water works pumping en- 
gine at a cost of nearly $100,000, as 
useless and unnecessary extravagance. 
The general manager of the water works 
department had stated that the two en- 


gines already at the same station could | 


pump 20,000,000 gallons daily, while the 


service pipes will accommodate only 12,-, 


000,000 gallons, and the city uses an 
average of only about 7,500,000. He then 
criticizes the policy under which city water 
is supplied to persons and corporations 
outside the city limits. 

The “scare” headlines in the news- 
papers about the water works department 
should be stopped, he says. The general 
manager, he states, has a way of going 
into the newspapers under such scare 
headlines every time he wants more 
money to spend. 


Atlanta’s Criminality. 


The idea that 17,000 cases should be 
tried in recorder’s court in one Sear Is 
appalling, Mayor Woodward said. _ It 
places Atlanta at or near the top of the 
list of cities of this country in criminals 
statistics, he says. The police department 
should not be run for revenue, but for 
justice. 

He then compares Atlanta’s record with 
that of St. Louis, Atlanta being a 
“sealed’’ city, while St. Louis is known 
as a wide-open town. Atlanta has a pon- 
ulation of 100,000; St. Louis had with 
strangers during October and November 
about 700,000. Yet in Atlanta during Oc- 
tober and November 1904, there were 
3,163 cases tried in recorder’s court, while 
in St. Louls the number was only 5,034, 
the St. Louls police making only 1,871! 
more arrests with 600,000 more popula- 
tion. Atlanta, he declares, needs no 
such money. 

Mayor Woodward said he had been in- 
formed that many policemen keep a 
record of the arrests which they make, 
the fines and sentences imposed, with the 
belief that the more the arrests the bet- 
ter their chance for promotion. He prom- 
ises to make an effort to have dismissed 
from the force every policeman who does 
this.

|tistics. Atlanta does not deserve that 
unenviable distinction. Her people are 
law-abiding. 

_ Too Many Frivolous Arrests. 

“Then the natural question arises, what 
is the cause of this condition? From 
my own personal observation, and from 
the opinions of a large number of At- 
lanta’s good citizens, I am forced to an- 
swer the inquiry by Saying that there 
are too many frivolous, unnecessary ar- 
rests made. More discretion should be 
used by the policeman. He should be 
taught that the best officer is not the 
one that makes fhe largest number of 
arrests, but the one that keeps the best 
order with the fewest number of ar- 
rests. The police department is not 
maintained as a source of revenue, 
neither are courts intended to be run for 
revenue, but solely upon the one principle 
of justice. 

“Comparisons are sometimes. odious, 
but after having put myself to the trou- 
ble of securing the exact official figures 
I prupose to compare Atlanta’s criminal 
record for the months of October and 
November last with that of St. Louis, 
Mo. {[t will be remembered that Octo- 
ber and November were the _ closing 
months of the world's fair. It is but

son, that Atlanta is what is termed a 
‘sealed’ city, while St. Louls is 
as a ‘wide Open’ one.

6G? HE best year in the ‘history of 
T Atlanta’s municipa] government’ 
is what Retiring Mayor Evan 
P, Howell, of 1904, in--his message —to. 
the gid council on the occasion of its 
‘final meeting last night, and to the 
mémbers of that council] he modestly 
accords the credit. 7 

Mayor Howell's message deals with 
the many great improvements that have 


be6n made during the year, not only by | 


the city government itself, but by in- 
dividuals and private enterprises. He 
shows that tue city’s affairs have been 
carefully and economicaily managed, and 
that the best results have been obtained. 
Many of the facts in this connection 
are found in the reports of the various 
department officials, from which ‘he 
presents frequent extracts. 

Mayor Howell's final message, in full, 
as read to the retiring council last night, 
is as follows: 

“To the General Council of the City 
of Atianta—Gentiemen: [In retiring from. 
the office of mayor of the city of At- 
lanta I desire to return thanks and to 
congratulate your honorable body for 
the success of the best year in the his- 
tory of Atlanta’s municipal government. 
I¢ could not have been what it has with- 
out your hearty cooperation, and to you 
I give the credit. I have tried to do my 
duty and have observed to the best of 
my ability my oath of office. 

“T congratulate you un the fact that 
we have had no scandals any of the 
various departments of the city govern- 
ment, and if there has been a dollar 
wasted or squandered 1 am not aware 
of it. 

“The departments are all in good con- 
dition and have been managed in an able 
manner, and to the entire Satisfaction 
of the good peop.e of the city. it is 
neeGiess tor me to enter iiiio.tne deraiis 
of “the departments, as they have all 
filed their reports, giving the facts rela- 
tive to the administration of their duties 
during the year, 

“We have reducad the price of street 
lighting; we have improved the side- 
walks, paved several streets and repaired 
the pavement on many others. We nave 
completed the Pelers street viaduct, and 
have in course of construction the Mag- 
nolia street bridge and the Edgewood 
avenue bridge. 

“The commissioner of public works, 


Mr, H. L. Collier, with the assistance of | 
nearly | 


the committee on prisons has 
completed a new city prison that will 
be a mode] building. I considered this 
very badly neeued, afd in making my 
committee appointments for the year 
placed as capable men on this committee 
as I could. Mr. Collier has utilized the 
convicts to do all the work, and taking 
into consideration the labor he has ‘had 
at his disposal, has done a fine plece of 
work and not expended much money. 
When the work is completed we will 
~ have as comfortable a prison as any city 
in the south. 

“Our police department has been well 
managed, and Captain John W. Ball 
has discharged his duty faithfully. The 
' discipline of the force is good, and the 
men are all vigilant and attentive to 
their duties. The police commissioners 
asked for twenty-five additional] patrol- 
men during the year, but only fifteen were 
authorized, as that was all we could af- 
ford at the time. On account of the 
large increase in ovr population and the 
fact that the cornorate limits of the city 
have been extended. at least ten more 
men should be added as soon as possi- 
ble. Recorder Nash R. Brovles has one 
of the hardest nositions in the city 
government to fill, but I want to con- 
gratulate him for his success. He {s a 
model officer. and has done his duty 
faithfully and well. I have never par- 
doned a nerson since T have heen mavor 
except uvon his written request. While 
mercy goes hand in hand with justice 
the e'tizens reautre that the laws 
shovld be enforced agains? the viclous 
clases, or. the good neonle will suffer.

“Atlanta's public schools have been one 
of her chief attractions, and should so 
continue in the future.

No 
child entitled to admission to our schools 
should be allowed to make application in 
vain. Every child, high or low, rich or 
poor, is entitled to a good English educa- 
tion. It is a protection to life, country 
and property. it makes good citizens, 
and is cheaper than courts and chain- 
igangs. Let some public improvements 
lag for a time, if necessary, but not so 
'with our school facilities. There are 
‘certain years that a child should be in 
| school, and if those years, or any part of 
them, are allowed to go by unutilized, 
they are gone forever.

houses to her system last year,

Such a situation is without a precedent in the trade. It.cannot but result in a prolonged and acute depression to probably the 
lowest prices ever reached. | : 

The world’s spinning trade impoverished by last years high prices and the previous year’s corner is without the resources or 
credit requisite for the accumulation of large surplus stocks. } 

Even were it otherwise it is not to be expected that manufacturers will be so lacking in commercial sagacity as to buy largely at 
prices that are not as yet even moderate when considered in relation to conditions present and prospective. 

Below will be found a diagram which shows a fairly constant relation between the world’s visible supply and the price of cotton. 
Although the line of value shows frequent, deflection as a result of manipulation or misreading of the facts, it is clear that in the end it 
is the SUPPLY which determines the price. 

A surplus at the end of the season of approximately 1,000,000 bales has generally resulted im geven-cent cotton at some time during 


the spring or summer. 

A surplus of .over 2,000,000 bales has only once existed and the price fell to 5946 cents and did not advance above 61% cents for 
nearly a year. 

In my opinion the surplus supply over the most liberally-estimated consumption for this season will be not less than 2,500,000 bales. 

It makes no difference whether it is visible or not. I< will be on hand and must be sold. 

Its selling will probably carry cotton to prices as low as the prospective situation is unprecedented. On the facts any other con- 
clusion is illogical. |

at the regular opening hour this morn- 
ing with prospects for the most success- 
ful year in their history, 

It’s a sad tale for the children. To be 
rudely jerked from their paradise of joy, 
where they had been reveling in the 
boom of the cannon cracker and the 
magnificent blaze of the aky rocket, to 
the horrid old earth where they must 
Stay in school prisons is no happy sen- 
sation. At least, so Say the children. 

The new Storr street school “for ne- 


| &roes will be opened this morning. This 


is the sixth school for negroes supported 
by the city. It «an accommodate 300 
pupils and already mre applications 
have been received by the school au- 
thorities than can possibly be filled. 

This school has six recitation rooms 
Only five will be ready for occupancy 
this morning, it being the intention of 
those in control to have the sixth room 
fitted up for a class in wmanual!l training 
When this is done, it will be the only 
class in manual training tn any of the 
city schools for negroes. 

The annex to the Girls’ High schoo] 
is being rapidly completed and it will 
be ready by the middle of March at 
the latest. One f the three stories is 
already constructed. 

With this annex of six commodious 
rooms, it is confidently expected that 
all applications for attendance in this 
School can be provided for. 

With the advent of the new adminis- 
tration in municipal affairs will come a 
change in the organization of the city 
beard of education. The incoming city 
council wili have the appointing of a 
representative from the new eighth 
ward. Mayor James G. Woodward will 
become an e¥-officio member, as wil! 
also ‘the chairman of the committee on 
public schools. Those who will retire 
are Captain Evan P. Howell and, M. M. 
Turner, ex-chairman of the committee on 
public schools. 

The board of education will now con- 
sist of ten members instead of nine, the 
representative from the eighth ward 
making the difference. Thursday after- 
noon the board will meet for the purpose 
of effecting a reorganization. The offi- 
cers to be elected are a president, vice 
president, secretary and treasurer. Those 
now holding the positions are L. Z. Ros- 
ser, Dr. I. P. Stephens, L. H. Landrum 
and J. T. Orme.

Over To Special Committee 


After Long Debate and Conference 
Committee the Matter Was Re- 
ferred to a Committee of 
Five To Be Named by 
Mayor Woodward. 


The grant to the Louisville and Nash- 
yille and other railroads and providing 
for the erection of a Washington street 
viaduct was made the subject of a de- 
bate during the: session of council yes- 
terday afternoon. The discussion came 
upon the amendment of Alderman Wood- 
ward, which provides that the railroads 
‘erect the part of the structure that will 
span their tracks instead. of paying $50,- 
000 into the city treasury for the build- 
ing of the viaduct, 

Councilman Quillian led to the opposi- 
tion to the amendment of Alderman 
Woodward. It was finally referred to a 
special committee~of five members of 
the council of 1905 to be appointed by 
Mayor Woodward, 

The meeting ‘began with prayer by 
Rev. M. L. Troutman, of Park Street 
Methodist church, 

The failure of the aldermanic board 
to concur in the street paving agreement 
between the city and the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company was an- 
nounced by City Clerk Campbell . 

Councilman Quillian moved to refer the 
agreement to the street committee of 
is05, and his motion was adopted. 

Mr. Woodward’s Amendment. 

The amendment of Alderman Woodward 
regarding the Washington street viaduct 
was read. The amendment is as ere: 

“Striking out present provision in Tre- 
paving’ $50,000 and insert in lieu thereof 


the following: ’ 

“The railroads petitioning shall execute 
and fill, prior to vesting ot any rights 
under this ordinance, with clerk of coun- 
cll an agreement to convey to the city 
a right of way over the railroad right 
of way for the construction of a viaduct, 
of the kind herein provided, without 
compensation or charge, and agreeing to 
pay a part of the expense of cost of _ 
construction of said viaduct correspon “ 
ing to the amount needed to erect tha 
part of the viaduct extending over the 
right of way of said railroads, thus con- 
necting the viaduct_ constructed to either 
side of the —— property and com- 

aid viaduct. 
ye etry further, That tire of exe- 
cuting quit claim deed to new Waverly 
place, as herein provided, shall be fixed 
at the time of paying their part of said 
Washington street viaduct, instead of 
®*me now named in said ordinance. 

On the back of this ordinance the fol- 
lowing is written: 

“Atlanta, Ga., December 22, 1904.—In 
order to induce the aldermanic board of 
the city of Atlanta to concur in the ac- 
tion of council in adopting the ordinance 
touching the improvements by the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern Railway 
Company, et al., and near Waverly 
place and on the eastern side of the city 
of Atlanta, it is agreed by said peti- 
tioners, through their authorized attor- 
ney at law, that the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern Railway Company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns. will accept as an 


‘amendment to said ordinance the amend- 


ment offered by Alderman Woodward, 
set out on the opposite side hereof, when 
passed by said council, and the same to 
be signified in writing by the officials of 
said railroad or its assigns when giving 
the bond provided therein, and if not so 
agreed to, the whole ordinance to be re- 
jected. and to be of no effect in the dis- 


icretion of the mayor and general council

we may never get the viaduct, and we 
g.ve the railroads everything they ask 
fcr.

‘There was no idea of any quibbling 
when this amendment was passed by the 
aldermanic board,” he said. “If the rail- 
roads do not accept what We do this 
afternoon they will not be in good faith 
with the city. It ought to be a matter 
of honor with the railroads.” 

Councilman Amorous stated that he 
nad been present during the. meeting of 
the aldermanic board when the Wood- 
werd amendment was presented. 

“Tt occurred to me as a councilman 
end a citizen that it was a better thing 
fox the city than the report of the com- 
mittee,”” he said, ‘‘and I favored it. The 
idea of Alderman Woodward was to get 
$75,000 out of the ralliroads, instead of 
$60,000. If the amendment does not

So Thinks President of Memphis! 


Lotlon Exchange, 


Webber Has Received Telegram from 
New York in Hegard to Bank- 
ers Furnishing Money To 
Hold Orep, but It Is 
Not Authentic. 


‘Memphis, Tenn., January 2.—E. F. Web- 
| ber, president of the Memphis cotton 
| oxchanige, today said he had received a 
telegram from New York regarding a 
proposition of Danking interests and cap- 
ttalists to render financial assistance to 
southern farmers who desire to hold 
their cotton for higher prices, mention 
of which was made in the dispatches 
last night. 

Mr, Webber said he could take no cog- 
nizance of the telegram because, so far 
as he knew, ft came from no official 
source, Heing signed with the letter B. 

Mr. Webber said he believed the farm- 
ers of the south were in a position to 
hold their cotton without financial aid. 
The small farmer, he said, had market- 
€d enough cotton-to carry him over until 
the next crop, and, in many instances, 
had from five to ten bales on haud, 
awaiting higher prices, 

“The cotton planters of this section 
will largely reduce this acreage next 
season,’ said Mr. Webber. ‘I have look- 
ed into the situation carefully, and re- 
liable reports from other sections con- 
vince me tha ta general regulation in cot- 
ton planting states will be resorted to. 

“I do not believe it will be necessary 
to adopt a plan imposing a fine on farm- 
ers who do not reduce their acreage, be- 
cause the curtailment will, in my opin- 
lon, be sufficient to secure a good price 
for the staple next season.”’
